The Morrow royal commission inquiring into 
B.C. liquor laws has recommended sweeping changes 
in the province’s drinking practices and in the present 
system at taxing liquor, wine and beer. 

The 165-page report tabled 
by Provincial Secretary Wes¬ 
ley Black In the Legislature 
Friday afternoon also recom¬ 
mended a two-year freeze on 
liquor, wine and beer prices in 
the province "to hold the line 
on inflation.’’ 

After the proposed freeze 
period,the commission said, a 
new system of taxation on an 
absolute alcohol basis should 
be implemented ever a three- 
year period- 'Hie report said 
.lhia a«uld result la jm- 
decrease hi the retail price of 
spirits, a slight increase in the 
price of wines, and a moder¬ 
ate increase in the price of

Sunday Drinks 

The report contained a 
series of far-reaching recom¬ 
mendations calling tor drink¬ 
ing on Sundays, on election 
days, licensing of neighbor¬ 
hood pubs, sidewalk cafes,- 
beer gardens In parks and 
around swimming pools as 
well as drinking In hotel 
rooms. 

The commission was blunt 
in condemning present liquor 
laws, which It said were 
completely out of tune with 
1970, and the administration 
of the present laws by the 
Uquor Control Board. It 
recommended replacement of 
the present one-man liquor 
czar system with a three- 
member board. 

The commission — chair¬ 
man Judge Charles W. Mor¬ 
row, Archbishop Martin M. 
Johnson and Teamster’s 
Union official Ed Lawson — 
made It clear that they had 
followed "the middle course" 
and were unanimous in their 
recommendations. It marked 
the first time since 1952 that 
drinking laws in the province 
had been subjected to inten¬ 
sive review. 

There was no Immediate 
indication of the government’s 
reaction to the report which 
was delivered Friday after 
nearly a year’s study. But the 
commission made Its position 
quite clear. It said: "We are 
confident the present govern¬ 
ment will -wish to Implement 
our rsoommondationa, based 
as they are In the public 
interest, a n d on the over¬ 
whelming evidence we have 
received.'' 


Barrett said alcoholism is a 
most serious problem, which 
takes a "devastating toll of 
families.” 

He said the report is most 
interesting and would 
undoubtedly be discussed in 
great detail by MLAs. 

(There Is no scheduled 
debate of the recommenda¬ 
tions, and none would be 
likely to arise unless the 
government brought down 
legislation based on the 
report.)

It would be a "fairer and 
more equitable system” than 
the present one in which 
different markups are applied 
by the LCB to various alco¬ 
holic beverages. 


“If the proposed system is 
implemented, the evidence 
suggests it would result in a 
decrease in the retail price of 
spirits, a slight increase is the 
price of wines and also oould 
result in a moderate increase 
in die price of beer. 

"Hie commission believes 
that a minimal Itwep'ng of 
the amount of absolute aloohol 
in beer would make it 
unnecessary for an increase in 
the price of beer as well as 
serving the interests of 
moderation.” 


The commission said it 
found complete unanimity in 
the testimony it heard from 
all groups concerning the 
abuse of alcohol. “Everyone 
of every age group — imbiber 
end abstainer — agree that 
e x c estive consumption is 
totally unacceptable to 
modern society.” 

Crash Program 

While noting that 95 per 
cent of those who use alcohol 
are moderate drinkers, the 
commiasion urged the govern¬ 
ment to appoint a cabinet 
minister to head a "crash 
jrogrun" for prevention, edu¬ 
cation, treatment and rehabi¬ 
litation of those who abuse 
aloohol.

Atmospheric Allergy 
Hard to Track Down 


By G. C. THO 6 TE 8 ON, MD 

Dear Dr. Thoateaoa: My 
son, now almost 16, began 
coughing and having watery 
eyes, ear infections, nose 
bleeds, and running nose 
before he was five mouths 
old. 

We ran tests on him for two 
yean and every test came 
back negative. One day the 
doctor said, “Maybe it's toe 
smog. It's the only thing left." 
He was almost three then and 
1 thought the doctor was kid¬ 
ding because I had never 
heard of anyone being allergic 
to smog. 

We lived in Denver then snd 
stayed another year, but last 
winter he began whsezlng and 
acted as though he couldn't 
breathe. 

We moved 90 miles oqt of 
Denver then. In a week my 
son stopped coughing, his eyes 
and nose cleared, ha grew 
three inches and gained 12 
pounds in three months. He 
hasn't taken any medication

and hasn't had a nosebleed. 
He has good color but was 
very white and pale when we 
came out here. 

Is there such a thing as 
being allergic to aroogT What 
can be dona M anything? Will 
he outgrow this? Would the 
allergy turn to asthma if We 
moved back to Denver? 

We have one problem living 
here. My husband works in 
Denver and gets home only 
weekends. Hie boys would 
like to see him more and I 
believe they need him around 
more. — IJIJ. 

“Smog" isn't just one thing, 
but it certainly sounds as 
though your boy was allergic 


to something in toe atmos¬ 
phere. 

There are cities far amog- 
gier toon Denver, yet it is 
quite possible that some of 
those smoks would be less 
bothersome to your eon. Smog 
is a com b i n ation of fog, 
smoke, and any variety of 
fumes, dust, and dirt 
You might, for instance, 
find that the smoke from 
some particular factory con¬ 
tains something to which the 
child is sensitive. If so, 
staying away from that 
materia] could be a satisfac¬ 
tory answer. 

I couldn’t predict whether 
he will "outgrow” whatever 
allergy he has. As children 
grow, they sometimes acquire 
some tolerance for such sub¬ 
stances, if they are careful 
enough, or lucky enough, to 
avoid heavy concentrations of 
it. 

Your problem isn’t an easy 
one, but it is a vivid example 
of toe way allergies act.

Parliamentary Exemption 


TF ANY CANADIAN NEEDED further proof of 
1 the audacity and arrogance of the government 
at Ottawa, he got it Thursday. 

At a time when most people are struggling 
with their sharply increased income tax returns, 
result of the money-hungry administration’s 
revision of the revenue structure aimed at 
producing a half billion dollar surplus, the 
Commons —- dominated as it is by the Liberal 
majority — had the temerity to give first reading 
to a bill to boost already substantial parliamentary 
pensions. 

Under the terms of the bill, not only is the 
maximum pension for a member of the House of 
Commons jumped from $9,000 to $13,500, but they 
make It easier for him to get it. Heretofore it 
required service in three parliaments to qualify for 
pension, but under the amendment it will need no 
more than six years’ tenure of office — which 
would normally be completed within the period of 
two election successes. 

There are other titillating little items in the 
bill, like the opportunity to contribute to the 
pension fund on the basis of the full amount of the 
$18,000 indemnity — where formerly contributions 
were restricted to the basic $12,000 '‘salary." 

While file bill allows increases in pension of up 
to 50 per cent for members of the Commons, it 
provides for a maximum 40 per cent for senators. 
Some people may be cynical enough to suggest that 
a senatorship is in itself little more than a form of 
pension at $15,000 up to age 75. And they would 
nave it that under this new bill the country is 
about to pay pension on pension earnings, which, 
of course, is silly. Some senators are busy, useful 
and skilful contributors to the business of 
government. 

The terms of the omnibus bill, which also 


cover some 80,000 retired civil servants, armed 
services people and KCMP, allow for interesting 
comparison. 

For instance, last Dec. 19 the government 
announced increases ranging from 2 to 42 per cent 
for federal pensioners. The maximum would apply 
only to people who had retired in 1952 — and 
there are very few of them left to enjoy it. 

At that time'Gordon CampbeD, president of 
the local area council of the Public Service Alliance 
of Canada, commented: 

"I know of people who are starving to death 
on as little as $30 a month.” And he meant that 
literally. Even a 42 per cent increase will do them 
little good. 

And then, of course, last Aug. 21, the 
government announced with a flourish the old age 
pensioners’ plum — $1.58 a month for 1,600,000 
Canadians, whether they need it or not. That 
increase, so tragically trivial for those who are 
desperate, la limited to 2 per cent a year (based on 
the 1967 pension index) no matter how the 
purchasing power of the dollar is diminished. 

It’s a very different story for the parliamen¬ 
tarians. And bear in mind, taxpayer, that before 
the session is ended It can be expected that the 
Commons will vote itaeif a fat increase in spite of 
the protests from the Opposition benches. 

An Independent commission is even now 
studying recommendations for the raise. Maybe 10 
20, 30 per cent or more. Who knows? 

The rest of the people, however, are exhorted 
by the prime minister and his government to hold 
the wage, price and profit line, to sacrifice 
themselves in order to stabilize the inflation-ridden 
economy. 

Members of the government do not intend to 
do anything so vulgar as to tighten their own belts. 


Another Giant Step for Mankind?

Time to Press the Holdouts 


T AKING a TREMENDOUS step forward for all 
mankind this week, three major powers — 
Britain, the United States and the Soviet Union — 
signed a treaty banning the spread of nuclear 
weapons. 

Their action not only brought the total 
number of signatory nations to the nonprolifera¬ 
tion pact to 46, but also put teeth into a treaty 
which until now had been little more than an 
informal agreement between concerned countries. 

Nevertheless despite this progress much ground 
has yet to be covered before the ban becomes 
universally effective. Though three of the five 
nuclear powers have now signed, two — France 
and China — have refused as have certain other 
nations which, though non-nuclear at the moment, 
possess the capability of building nuclear weapons. 

Pessimistically it may be said that all the 
treaty has really accomplished is a slowdown on 
nuclear proliferation and that a total ban is 
impossible until every nation in the world a g rees to 
abide by the pact. This is, of course, quite true and 
it should now be the main objective of all 


signatories,, to bring all the pressure they can 
muster to bear upon the hold-out governments. 

Optimistically this could be accomplished in 
many ways _ either through multinational action 
through the United Nations or by persuasion by 
individual nations. Most smaller countries who 
depend so much on the help and guidance of larger 
nations could quite easily be made to see reason, 
though possibly the same tactics would not be’ 
successful in dealing with the larger and more 
aggressive nuclear governments. 

For these, if reason does not work, other 
methods must be found. The withdrawal of 
diplomatic recognition may be one way of dealing 
with the situation; the application of aanotioiK may¬ 
be another. 

After all, these were the punishments meted 
out to Rhodesia by the majority of governments 
throughout the world for a crime of far lesser 
degree than that which could possibly be committed 
against the whole of humanity through the 
selfishness of those nations who will not sign the 
treaty.

It has taken three years, about what had to be expected, to 
establish the Sports Celebrity Dinner as a successful affair. 
That's what it was Wednesday night, and^the many who spent 
so many hours at making it a success can savor the satis¬ 
faction which comes with the knowledge of a Job well done. 

It has been a struggle. The 1968 event was at best a 
financial flop played to an embarrassingly-amall assemblage, 
and only a great late effort saved the situation last year, 
somewhat fortunately providing a good list of speakers and a 
fair-sized audience in a frantic final fortnight. But out of the 
1969 "save” came the feeling that success was no further away 
than just a little better planning and organization. 

Not everything ran smoothly this time around either, but 
the experience gained in the first two years resulted In fewer 
urobiems and made it easier to take care of those which 
inevitably showed up. It made It possible to put most of the 
effort of the last two weeks into providing a crowd to do justice 
to the celebrities who were to be on display.

To sell 600 tickets and have 150 
used is to have a flop. 

It was no flop Wednesday. More tickets were sold than had 
been intended, and all but a handful of the more than 400 
purchased were used. It makes next year comparatively easy, 
most *,of those who were there Wednesday having already 
Indicated they intend to be back for the 1971 show. It’s 
understandable. The 1970 show was that good, not seeming to 
drag although it took more than three hours to eat, make the 
four presentations to foe area's deserving athletic figures end 
share the unusual riches of nine speakers.

"We were barely on the 
beginning of paying attention to 
Hie third world," said Mary 
Rendell, administrator of AngU 
can Church work in Africa and 
tile Middle East. "This is no 
time to cut back. 

David Woeller, in charge of 
the West Indies and South 
American desk for the national 
and world program division, 
said the budget cut Was “an 
irresponsible attempt in dea 
perutkin" to bring spending in 
line with receipts. 

Canadian Churchman says 
despite the belt-tightening, 
caused by donations not keeping 
pace with rising coats, the 
church will «tiH spend 1250,000 
more than it expects to receive 
from its 28 dioceses.

ANCHORAGE, Alaska 
—Thousands of dead birds 
were strewn over a south¬ 
western Alaska shoreline 
Friday as federal and state 
agencies continued frantic 
efforts to find the source 
of a massive oil slide that 
has blackened large sec¬ 
tions of beaches. 

The ana affected, about 200 
mi lea wide, contain* 1,000 milei 
at twisting ahoreUne. 

"Boy, we’ve got a meaa out 
there,” said Gene Dictaron, 
director ot the federal water 
pollution control administration 
office here. 

He aaid member* of his staff 
had walked along a seven-mile 
stretch of beach Wednesday «nd 
"found pile* of dead birds.” 

The slick, which he described 
as breaking up into “black, 
gooey clumps,” stretched from 
the northern tip ot Afognak Is¬ 
land to the southern tip of Trin¬ 
ity Islands. 

Dead birds have been washing 
ashore since February- ha said. 

First reports an the massive 
extent of the oil slick began fil¬ 
tering in last month, but state 
and federal officials were una¬ 
ble to verify them becmisa of in¬ 
clement weather that prevented 
them from flying Into the area, j

Case Against Guns 


In the first eight hours of 
New Year's Day, in Chicago, 
there were 23 shootings. Four 
of them were immediately 
fatal, a half-dozen others were 
critical. 

What ia most significant is 
that the majority of these 
shootings had nothing to do 
with "crime" as we common¬ 
ly define it. The victims were 
not shot by robbers, or 
burglars, or killers for gain. 

They were shot by husband* 
dr wives, Is -relative* or 
friends, by acquaintances of 
pkk-upa la tavern* and other 


criminal while disarming the 
average ottisan. 

For h is precisely this 
"sverag* citizen” who must 
be disarmed. Of oouras, 
criminals are going to get 
guna no matter what laws are 
passed; but moat shooting 
murders are not committed 
by criminals, they are com¬ 
mitted by somebody in a 
drunken rage with access to a 
gun. 

And there is little doubt that 
most of such "spontaneous'’ 
killings would not take place 
if the gun were not so easily 
available.

In Expropriation Path 


By NANCY BROWN 

Charles MeFarlane, owner of Larry's Hideaway 
on the Patricia Bay Highway, expects to become 
one of the ‘.'deadbeats” on welfare before too long. 


His restaurant and the 
surptmding lot have been 
expropriated for the widening 
of the highway. 

“At the price they are 
willing to pay, it’s just wiped 
me out completely,’’ McFar- 
lane said Friday. 

“And at my age, with a 
disabled leg; I’m not likely to 
get a job, either,” he added. 

MeFarlane said he paid 
$70,000 for the restaurant four 
years ago, and will receive 
$68,000 as recompense for his 
business. 

His Ixtwyer 

“1 have a mortgage for 
$64,000, and owe lawyers' fees 
and advertising bills — I shall 
be completely wiped out. I 
shan't even have the down 
payment for a house left 
over,” he said. 

“I thought of fighting 
further, but my lawyer tells 
me I shan't get enough extra 
to pay the cost of the Bght. 

“All I can do it wait until 
I’m told to get out." 

A Second World War 
veteran, he worked fdr the 
defence department at HMC 
Dockyard after the war, until 
his disabled leg got too bad. 

From there he went to the 
federal hydrographic survey 
department. 

“I bought this business, and 
when it got really busy I quit 
my job to work here full 
time,” he said. 

Off the Front 

"Now 1 shall be out on the 
street, without money and 
little hope of a job. I’m afraid 
I shall be forced onto the 
welfare rolls, and I’ll soon be 
just another deadbeat on 
welfare,” he said. 

“All I wanted was a chance 
to work and care for my 
children, and I’m denied this. 



They wanted a 50-foot strip 
off the front of the property 
for the road, and the lot is 450 
feet long they took the lot 

— they wouldn't let me keep a 
portion so that I could move 
my house back, and at least 
have a place to live.” 

MeFarlane and his wife 
Dorothy have two foster sons 

— one In university and a 
seven-year-old. They also have 
an 11-yearoid son of their 
own. 

Thomas Bradley, 8680 Pat¬ 
ricia Bay highway, has a 
reverse problem to McFar- 
lane’s. 

"They simply won’t expro¬ 
priate my land — they're 
going to leave a comical little 
strip of my property jutting 
out into the new service 
road,” he said. 

New Highway 

Bradley’s boom fronts onto 
the new highway, aai -with 
access denied In front, he will 
have to use a new service 
road — Bourne Avenue — at 
the back of the house as an 
access. 

The provincial government 
is building a 66-foot service 
road, and has expropriated 
eight-foot stripe of land from 
Bradley's neighbors. 

“My well Is In the back 
comer of my lot, and would 
have been in the roadway,” 
said Bradley. “So I asked 
either for a new well, or 
enough money to drill a new 
well for myself — there’s 
plenty of water on this lot. 

"I talked about this with the 
highway department repre¬ 
sentatives a year' ago, and 
didn’t hear another word from 
them,” said Bradley. 

North Saanich 

"When my neighbors were 
told their land would be taken 
I asked about mine, and was 
told I had a problem, and so 
they would leave me alone. 

“I suppose they think they’ll 
take what they can and then 
hand the road over to North 
Saanich and then I can argue 
with them about the wall. 

“I can’t quite see North 
Saanich accepting this road 
until it’s all wrapped up, 
though," said Bradley. 

‘"Davy won’t want a road 
that narrows to take a jog 
around my well.” 

Step* Taken 

A high ways department 
spokesman outlined the steps 
taken in land acquisition. 

"W* don’t consider expro¬ 
priation until every other 
avenue has bean explored," he 
said. "In fact, very, very few 
properties have to be acquired 
by expropriation — usually

something can be worked 
out.” 

He said the dep artment ’s 
land negotiators are trained in 
toe real estate market, and 
look at property with a 
knowledge of values. 

“We expect to pay full 
market value for a property, 
plus maybe a little extra 
because these people don’t 
really want to move,” be said. 

Strip of Land 

"We only expropriate when 
it gets to the stage tost we 
have a contractor waiting to 
go in and there’s no settle¬ 
ment In sight. 

“Negotiations on prlee can 
continue even after expro¬ 
priation, right up to an 
arbitration board,” he said. 


When a strip of land is 
taken, he said, toe depart¬ 
ment restores toe front, giv¬ 
ing recompense for shrubs 
and trees, and rebuilding 
driveways, retaining walls and 
other features. 

If an arbitration board is 
required. It consists of an 
appointee from the highways 
department, a property 
owner's representative and a 
neutral chairman, he said. 

A property owner who has 
r e luctantly surrendered a 
strip of land for the new 
highway, disagreed with the 
assessment of the work of 
negotiators 

"If they sent out negotiators 
who knew toe meaning of toe 
word It would be different,” 
he said, "In my case they 


sent out five different bright 
young men who had no idea 
about negotiations. I finally 
managed to get an experi¬ 
enced man sent out.” 

“I settled for less than the 
value of toe land and shrubs, 
because I can’t afford to get a 
lawyer and go- to arbitration 
— anything extra I might get 
would soon be swallowed in 
costs," he said. 

Sound Barrier 

"This is the main reason 
people don’t fight, rr they 
can’t afford to.. Many people, 
too, are intimidated by the 
word expropriation and settle 
as soon as approached 
because they don’t know their 
rights.”

Growing 300 Years Later? 


Wood found in the tonib of 
Tutenkhamen has been dated 
and found to have been 
growing 300 years after the 
accepted date for the 
pharaoh’s death, Dr. 
Immanuel Velikovaky told 
more than 600 persons Friday 
at the University of Victoria. 

Velikovsky, whose theories 
about the origin of Venus and 
the proper chronology of earth 
history have provoked aca¬ 
demic dispute for the past 


20 years, said he managed to 
persuade archaeologists from 
the University of Pennsyl- 
vanta to subject the wood to 
the r a d 1 o-carbon dating 
method. 

★ ★ * 

He said results at similar 
tests from wood of the 
Ramses HE period would be 
available within months. 

The 74-year old Velikoviky 
drew international ridicule 
from scientists in 1952 when 


he published Worlds in Colli¬ 
sion, a work in which he 
claimed that a 500-year gap in 
historical records was caused 
by world-wide disasters that 
almost destroyed civilization. 

He said these disasters, 
which came in the form of 
gigantic floods and other 
catastrophes, occurred when 
the earth barely missed collid¬ 
ing with another body. Veli¬ 
kovsky identified the other 
body as the planet Venus, at 
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IB years of garden growth, 
which would be impossible to 
replace. 

“I had trees and shrubs 
which formed a sound and 
dust barrier between me and 
the highway — they can’t 
replace those, and neither can 
money," tte said. "There was 
a busby roadside verge which 
also protected my property 
from road noise — that’s 
gone, and no recompense, 
even though the lack of this 
barrier will depreciate the 
, value of my property. 

"They’ve tom out a hedge 
at the back for the service 
road and say that won’t be 
subject to recompense 
because ft was a natural 
barrier — I hadn’t planted the 
shrubs.” 


Violence Out 
In Victoria 
Ostler Warns 


Judge William Ostler of Victoria Provincial 
Court warned would-be robbers Friday that the 
people of Victoria will not stand for crime* of 
violence. 

Just before sentencing a man who had pleaded 
guilty to a charge of robbery with violence, the 
judge said: 

“There has been an alarming increase recently 
in offences of this nature. In my view, it is the 
clear duty of this court to declare and demonstrate 
that this community will not submit to crimes of 
violence or threatened violence.” 

Ronald Kenneth Sparling, 21, no fixed address, 
pleaded guilty Feb. 26 to a charge laid after Van¬ 
couver visitor Bela Domjan was robbed of approxi¬ 
mately $700 in downtown Victoria Jan. 22. 

Defence counsel George Jones argued for a 
definite - indeterminate sentence, and the judge 
agreed. He said Sparling had been out of jail less 
than a year at the time of the offence, but the con¬ 
viction was his first for an offence of violence and a 
probation officer reported Sparling might still be 
rehabilitated. 

Ostler indicated he would have levied a three- 
year term had penitentiary detention been the 
answer. Instead, he made the sentence 18 months 
definite and 18 months indeterminate, and added: 
“If he shows he is going to reform, he will get out 
that much earlier.”

Sierra Club Fears Speculation 


By HUBERT BEYER 

A B.C. conservation or¬ 
ganization has expressed 
concern over a number 
of “disturbing state- 
ments” contained in a 
report on the proposed 
West Coast National 
Park, but provincial 
Parks Director Robert 
Ahrens said the group 


was “laboring under a 
misapprehension.” 

The Sierra Club of B.C. said 
In a pres* release Friday the 
provincial government may 
release part of the coaatiine 
land within the proposed perk 
boundaries for active logging 
before handing it over for 
park purposes. 

Two reasons had led the 
club to beHeve that the 
provincial government may 


not have any intentions of 
turning the land over in its 
natural state, the release said. 

"Brown's Bay (on ffltinat 
Lake) la Included in the perk; 
this aree has been logged 
already.” 

Secondly, the release stated, 
according to the provincial 
government's report, logged 
areas in the west coast rain 
forest regenerated quickly. 

Hugh Murray, spokesman of 
the Sierra Club, amid from 


Vancouver the two statements 
were a dear indication that 
the province is prepared to 
rateaae portion of tha valu¬ 
able coastline reserve for 
active logging, and then bend 
it over to the people of 
Canada as a national park. 


conservation highly suspect," 
Murray said. 

"We feel H is time for this 
government to state its inten¬ 
tions as to what the people of 
Canada are to receive for 
their newest national park. 

"Is It to be wild, untouched 
beauty or stumps, sal si and 
other weeds?” 

The proposed perk will 
include toe 50-mile West Coast 
lifesaving trail from Port 
Renfrew to Bamfldd and the 
Effingham Islands in Barkley 
Sound, federal Northern 
Affair* Minister Jean Chretien 
announced a week ago. 

Agreement with the prov¬ 
ince an the width of the park 
along the trail had yat to be 
worked out, he said. 

Ahrens called the Sierra 
Chib's fears “wild speculation 
and imagination." 

He eaid the designated area 
would remain in its present 
state as far as crown land 
was concerned. 

"Two major companies 
have tree farm licences in the 
area, but the moment they 
apply for cutting rights, the 
parks branch will be notified, 
and I don’t think that the 
application win be granted,” 
he said. 


“People who own land 
within that area now may 
want to sell out quickly, and 
there is not much w* can <fo 
about that.” 


No Logging 

But the proportion of pri¬ 
vet* land compared to the 
entire park area, be said, waa 
very minute, and something 
could be worked out with the 
owners, 

Gerry Burch, bead forester 
of B.C. Forest Products, said 
his company had a 15,000-acre 
staka in the park but had at 
nn time considered to infringe 
on the right* of nature lovers, 

"We have 5,000 acres be¬ 
tween Nitlnat Lake and Port 
Renfrew and another 10,000 
acres on Mm Toflno-Ucluelet 
Peninsula," he said.

Cambodia and eharglng that 
U.S forces use poison gas, 


napalm and phosphorus 
bombs. 

Mrs. Hauser replied that 
Taraasov's "classic polemic'’ 
against the United States put 
into serious question the sin¬ 
cerity of Soviet interest in 
protecting human rights in' the 
world. 


"Never has a word been 
heard on the part of the 
Soviet delegation in these 
halls as to violations of 
human rights within their own 
borders — violations all the 
world knows and sees," she 
said. 

"An invasion of a neighbor¬ 
ing country (Czechoslovakia) 
in 1968 for the sin of self- 
expression and free exercise 
of thought is dismissed under 
the tired phrases of ‘imperial¬ 
ism’ and ‘faseism,’ and the 
leader of the Soviet Union 
Invents a new doctrine in 
international law to justify 
armed intervention in the 
affairs of another state," she 
said. 


“We remember, too, the 
events in Hungary In 1956. My 
country received and wel- 
comed to our shores 
thousands of refugees who 
fled that oppression and who 
now enrich us with their 
contributions to tha Ufa of 
America, 

"We heard a long review 
here of the Soviet fight 
against Nazism and Fascism 
in the Second World War,” 
she continued. "But we do not 
hear from him anything about 
the disappearance into the 
Soviet Union of theheretofore 
Independent states in eastern 
Europe at the end of the 
Second World War.

Tha "invasion” will threaten 
the livelihood of U.S. fiahennen 
and probably will “lead to the 
destruction of conservation of 
U.S. salmon resources and the 
U.S. salmon fishing and pro¬ 
cess big industries, both sports 
and commercial,” said John R. 
Gilbert, president of the associ¬ 
ation. 

In a memorandum distributed 
to federal officials and the news 
media, the association said it 
had learned the South Korean 
goal is 200,000 casas of half- 
pound red salmon, primarily 
from Bristol Bay. 

The association said it has

to pack salmon aboard a giant 
factory ship that will be accom¬ 
panied by a 1 , 000 -too-capadty 
freezer ship and about 35 large 
fishing boats.

After the proposed freeze 
period,the commission said, a 
new system of taxation on an 
absolute alcohol basis should 
be Implement*! over a three- 
year period. The report said 
this would result in a 
decrease in the retail prica of 
spirits, a slight Increase in te 
price of wines, and a moder¬ 
ate Increase in the price of 
beer. 

Sunday Drinks 

The report contained a 
series of far-reaching recom¬ 
mendations calling for drink¬ 
ing on Sundays, on election 
days, licensing of neighbor¬ 
hood pubs, sidewalk cafes, 
beer gardens in parks and 
around swimming pools as 
well as drinking in hotel 
rooms. 

The commission was blunt 
in condemning present liquor 
laws, which It laid were 
completely out of tune with 
1970, and the. administration 
of the present laws by the 
Liquor Control Board. It 
recommended replacement of 
the present one-man liquor 
czar system with a three- 
member board. 

The commission — chair¬ 
man Judge Charles W Mor¬ 
row, Archbishop Marlin M. 
Johnson and Teamster's 
Union official Ed Lawson — 
mad* it clear that they had 
followed “the middle course” 
and were unanimous in their 
recommendations. It marked 
the first time since 1952 that 
drinking laws In the province 
had been subjected to inten¬ 
sive review. 

There was no immediate 
indication of the government’s 
reaction to the report which 
was delivered Friday after 
nearly a year's study. But the 
commission made its position 
quite clear. It said; “We are 
confident the present govern¬ 
ment will wish to implement 
our recommendations, based 
as they are in the public 
interest, and on the over¬ 
whelming evidence we have 
received.” 

Action Needed 

The report added the com-

COURTENAY — Details of a proposed multi¬ 
faceted development In downtown Courtenay were 
made public Friday by Mayor George Hobson when 
he spoke to 235 people representing all parts of the 
community.

The project, estimated to be worth $250,000 
to $400,000 when completed, will see development 
of the Bickle Theatre, former Riverside Hotel site 
and the adjacent Crown-Zellerbach railway right- 
of-way now owned by the city.

PORT ALBERNI — Aid. George McKnight has 
welcomed plans to have Howard Paish, a conserva¬ 
tionist who is now a private consultant In Victoria, 
undertake a two-week study of Shoemaker Bay. 

The bay is the proposed 
landfill site which has been 
suggested as an area which 
could be used by MacMillan 
Bloedel and Port Albemi. 

McKnight is chairman of the 
city committee which is res¬ 
ponsible for garbage disposal. 

Plana called for filling part 
of Shoemaker Bay and an 
adjacent marshy area with 
mill waste and garbage from 
th* city. However they have 
been delayed temporarily, fol¬ 
lowing protests by the local 
sportsmen’s association and 
other residents who claim the 
area ia the habitat of die rare 
trumpeter swans which winter 
in the Albemi Valley. 

"Its a good thing, since It 
■hows that people are not 
indifferent and are willing to 
define their intereets," 

McKnight said. “Nevertheless, 
the city simply has to find 
a garbage dump site. This 
action may bring the matter 
to a head. Somehow, some¬ 
where, the city may get a 


dump, either here or else¬ 
where.” 

However Mcknight says hi 
has found that the term 
"garbage dump ia enough tr 
raise people's hadelei. He 
prefers the phrase “sanitary 
landfill' and has, over the past: 
few years, looked at dozens of 
them. 

“In Prince George” h« 
said “right where die big 
new Woodwards store stands, 
was the site at a sanitary 
landfill. There’s nothing offen¬ 
sive about it. The operation 
we planned doesn't propose to 
close off Shoemaker Bay, only 
the tip of it and the slough 
adjacent. The land then* 
belongs to MacMillan Bloedel. 
and eventually will be used 
for industrial purposes, prob¬ 
ably with their dry land log- 
sorting operation in that area. 
The area In question is not 
and never has been any kind 
of a wild-Ufe conaerve.”

A B.C. conservation or¬ 
ganization has expressed 
concern over a number 
of “disturbing state- 
ments” contained In a 
report on the proposed 
West Coast National 
Park, but provincial 
Parks Director Robert 
Ahrens said the group 
was "laboring under a 
misapprehension." 

The Sierra Club of B.C. said 
in a press release Friday the 
provincial government may 
release part of the coastline 
land within the proposed park 
boundaries for active logging 
before handing it over for 
park purposes. 

Two reasons had led the 
club to believe that the 
provincial government may 
not have any intentions at 
turning the land over in Ha 
natural state, the release said. 

"Brown 1 * Bay (on Nitinat 
Lake) is included in the park; 


The proposed park will 
include the 50-mie West Coast 
lifesaving trail from Fort 
Renfre w to Bamfieid and the 
Effingham Islands in Barkley 
Sound, federal Northern 
Affaire Minister Jean Chretien 
announced a week ago. 

Agreement with the prov¬ 
ince on the width of the park 
along the trail bad yet to be 
worked out, he said. 

Ahrens called the Sierra 
Club's fdtre “wild speculation 
and imagination.” 

He said the designated area 
would remain in its present 
state as far as crown land 
was concersed. 

“Two major companies 
have tree farm licences in the 
area, but the moment they 
apply for cutting rights, the 
parks branch will be notified, 
and I don't think that the 
application will be granted," 
he said. 


‘Birds Go North’ 


“I have talked to a lot of 
oldtimere about the swans in 
the area, and as I understand 
it, this ia not their nesting 
place. They go north to nest. 
The birds winter in this area, 
but they are sighted fre¬ 
quently at McCoy Lake and 
other lakes in the vicinity. 
Oldtimers tell me they show 
up In ooe place one year, 
somewhere else, like this site, 
the next.” 

McKnight said he favors 
protecting the wild life and 
total ecology as much as 
possible but the health of the 
community had also to be 
considered. 

"Let me put it this way. I 
am pleased in this respect 
that the study has been 
ordered because ft means the 
pollution board will have to 


make some decision on where 
to make our garbage dump. 

"Council has been seeking a 
suitable site for three years st 
least. And there have been 
plenty of strong comments, 
some directed at me,- and 
others at the city council, but 
none of them could be aa 
strong as the smell that 
comes at times from our 
present garbage dump. We 
simply have to get rid of it," 
McKnight said. 

He said the sanitary landfill 
concept has been used for 
land reclamation in all major 
cities. In Vancouver, the 
Great Northern and other 
railway stations were located 
on landfill sites, as were 
many other building sites and 
recreation areas.

Morrow Panel

The Morrow royal commission inquiring into 
B.C. liquor laws has recommended sweeping changes 
in the province’s drinking practices and in the present 
system of taxing liquor, wine and beer. 

The 165-page report tabled 
by Provincial Secretary Wes¬ 
ley- Black In the Legislature 
Friday afternoon also recom¬ 
mended a two-year freeze on 
liquor, wine and beer prices In 
the province “to hold the line 
on inflation.” 

After the proposed freeze 
period.the commission said, a 
new system of taxation on an 
absolute alcohol basis should 
be implemented over a three- 
year period. Hm saport said 
this would result in a 
decrease in the retail price vf 
spirits, a slight increase in the 
price of wines, and a moder¬ 
ate increase in the price of 
beer. 

Sunday Drinks 

The report contained a 
series of far-reaching recom¬ 
mendations calling for drink¬ 
ing on Sundays, on election 
days, licensing of neighbor¬ 
hood pubs, sidewalk ' cafes, 
beer gardens in parks and 
around swimming pools as 
well as drinking in hotel 
rooms. 

The commission was blunt 
in condemning present liquor 
laws, which it said were 
completely out of tune with 
1970, and the administration 
of the present laws by the 
Liquor Control Board. It 
recommended replacement of 
the present one-man liquor 
czar system with a three- 
member board. 

The commission — chair¬ 
man Judge Charles W. Mor¬ 
row, Archbishop Martin M. 
Johnson and Teamster't 
Union official Ed Lawson — 
made It clear that they had 
followed “the middle course” 
and were unanimous in their 
recommendation!. It marked 
the first time since 1952 that 
drinking laws in the province 
had been subjected to inten¬ 
sive review. 

There was no immediate 
indication of the government’* 
reaction to the report which 
was delivered Friday after 
nearly a year's study. But the 
commission made Its position 
quite Clear. It said: "We are

Charles McFarlane, owner of Larry's Hideaway 
on the Patricia Bay Highway, expects to become 
one of the "deadbeats” on welfare before too long. 
Hie restaurant and the - m 


surrounding lot have been 
expropriated for the widening 
of the highway. 

“At the price they ars 
willing to pay. It’s just wiped 
me out completely,” McFar- 
lane Mid Friday. 

“And at my age, with a 
disabled leg, I’m not likely to 
get a job, either,” he added. 

McFarlane said he paid 
570,000 for the restaurant four 
years ago, and will receive 
168,000 as recompense for his 
business. 

Hia Ixnvyer 

“I have a mortgage for 
564,000, and owe lawyers' fees 
and advertising bills — I shall 
be completely wiped out. I 
shan't even have the down 
payment for a house left 
over," he said. 

“1 thought of fighting 
further, but my lawyer tells 
me I shan't get enough extra 
to pay the cost of the fight. 

“All X can do is wait until 
I'm told to get out.” 

A Seeond World War 
veteran, he worked for the 
defence department at HMC 
Dockyard after the war, nntil 
his disabled leg got too bad. 

From there he went to the 
federal hydrographic survey 
department. 

“I bought this business, and 
when It got really busy I quit 
my job to work here full 
time,” he said. 

Off the Front 

“Now I shall be out on the 
street, without money and 
little hope of a job. I'm afraid 
I shall be forced onto the 
welfare rolls, and I'll soon be 
just another deadbeat on 
welfare," he said. 

"AH I wanted was a chance 
to work and care for my 
children, and I’m denied, this. 


A. 


They wanted a 50-foot strip 
off tha front of the property 
for the road, and the lot is 450 
feet long — they took the lot 

— they wouldn’t let me keep a 
portion so that I could move 
my house back, and at least 
have a place to live.” 

McFarlane and hia wife 
Dorothy have two foster sons 

— one in university and a 
seven-year-old. They also have 
an 11-year-aM son of their 
own. 

Thomas Bradley, 8680 Pat¬ 
ricia Bay highway, has a 
reverse problem to McFar- 
lane’s. 

'They simply won't expro¬ 
priate my land — they’re 
going to leave a comical little 
strip of my property jutting 
out Into the new service 
road," he said. 

New Highway 

Bradley's ho u ses fronts onto 
the new highway, and with 
aaoess denied in front, be will 
have to use a new service- 
road — Bourne Avenue — at 
the hade of tha house ea an 
access. 

The provincial government 
Is building a 86-foot aervioe 
road, and has expropriated 
eight-foot stripe of land from 
Bradley’s neighbors. 

"My wen is in the beck 
corner of my lot, and would 
have been in the roadway,” 
■aid Bradley. “So I asked 
either far a new well, or 
enough money to drill a new 
well for myself •— there's 
plenty of water on this lot. 

“I talked about this with the 
highway department repre¬ 
sentatives a year ago, and 
didn’t hear another word from 
them," said Bradley. 

North Saanich 

“When my neighbors were 
told their land would be taken 
I asked about mine, and was 
told I had a problem, and so 
they would leave me alone. 

"I suppose they think they'll 
take what they can and then 
hand the road over to North 
Saanich and then I can argue 
with them about the well. 

“I can’t quite see North 
Saanich accepting this road 
until it’s all wrapped up, 
though,” said Bradley. 

“They won’t want a road 
that narrows to take a jog 
around my well.” 

Step* Taken 

A high ways department 
spokesman outlined the steps 
taken in land acquisition. 

"We don't consider expro¬ 
priation until every other 
avenue baa been explored,” he 
nid. "to fact, very, wry few 
properties have to be acquired 
by expropriation — usually

something can be worked 
out.” 

He said the department’s 
land negotiators are trained In 
the real estate market, and 
look at property with a 
knowledge of values. 

“We expect to pay full 
market value for e property, 
plus mkybe a little extra 
because'these people don’t 
really want to move,” he said. 

Strip of Land 

“We only expropriate when 
It gets to the stage that we 
have a contractor waiting to 
go in and there’s no settle¬ 
ment in sight. 

"Negotiations on price can 
continue even after expro¬ 
priation, right up to an 
arbitration board,” he said. 


When a strip of land is 
taken, he said, tha depart¬ 
ment re s tores the front, giv¬ 
ing recompense for shrubs 
and trees', end rebuilding 
driveways, retaining walls and 
other features. 

If an arbitration board is 
required, it consists of an 
appointee from the highways 
department, a property 
owner's representative and a 
neutral chairman, he said. 

A property owner who has 
r e luctantly surrendered a 
■trip of land far the new 
highway, disagreed with the 
assessment of the work of 
negotiators. 

“If they lent out negotiators* 
who knew the meaning of the 
word it would be different," 
he said. “In my case they 


sent out five different bright 
young men who had no Idea 
about negotiations. I finally 
managed to get an experi¬ 
enced man sent out.” 

“I settled for less than the 
value of the land end shrubs, 
because I can’t afford to get a 
lawyer and go to arbitration 
— anything extra I might get 
would soon be swallowed in 
costs.” he said. 

Sound Barrier 

“This is the main reason 
people don’t fight — they 
can’t afford to. Many people, 
too, are intimidated ^-ths 
word expropriation and aettie 
at soon as approached 
because they don't know their 
rights.” 

He said he was deprived of 


18 years of garden growth, 
which would be impossible to 
replace. • 

“I had trees and shrubs 
which formed a sound and 
dust barrier between me end 
the highway — they can't 
replace those, and neither can 
money,” he said. "There was 
a bushy roadside verge which 
also protected my property 
from road noise — that’s 
gone, and no recompense, 
even though the lack of this 
barrier will depreciate the 
value of my property. 

"They’ve torn out a hedge 
at the back for the service 
road and say that won’t be 
subject to recompense 
because It vu a natural 
barrier - I hadn't planted the 
shrubs.” 


Growing 300 Years Later? 


Wood in Tut’s Tomb Wouldn t Quit 


Wood found in the tomb of 
Tutenkhamen has been dated 
and found to have been 
growing 300 years after the 
accepted date for the 
pharaoh's death, Dr. 
Immanuel Velikovsky told 
more than 600 persona Friday 
at the University of Victoria. 

Velikovsky. whose theories 
about the origin of Venus and 
the proper chronology of earth 
history have provoked aca¬ 
demic dispute for Hie past 


20 years, said he managed to 
persuade archaeologists from 
the University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania to subject the wood to 
the r a d i o-carbon dating 
method. 

★ * ★ 

He said results at similar 
testa from wood of the 
Ramses IH period would be 
available within months. 

The 74-year old Velikovsky 
draw international ridicule 
from scientists in 1952 when 


he published Worlds in Colli¬ 
sion, a work in which he 
claimed that a 500-year gap hi 
historical records was caused 
by world-wide disasters that 
almost destroyed dvUazatioo. 

He said these disasters, 
which came In the form of 
gigantic floods and other 
catastrophes, occurred when 
the earth barely missed collid¬ 
ing with another body. Veli¬ 
kovsky identified the other 
body as the planet Venus, at 


that point, simply a piece of 
matter which had erupted 
from Jupiter and was wander¬ 
ing through space. 


The theorist will give a 
second lecture at 8 p.m. 
Sunday in room 144 of UVk’s 
MacLauria building. The Fri¬ 
day night lecture was also 
carried by closed circuit tele¬ 
vision Into several other 


Ostler Warns 


Judge William Ostler of Victoria Provincial 
Court warned would-be robbers Friday that the 
people of Victoria will not stand for crimes of 
violence. 

Just before sentencing a man who had pleaded 
guilty to a charge of roDbery with violence, the 
judge said: 

• "There has been an alarming increase recently 
in offences of this nature. In my view, it is the 
clear duty of this court to declare and demonstrate 
that this community will not submit to crimes of 
violence or threatened violence." 

Ronald Kenneth Sparling, 21, no fixed address, 
pleaded guilty Feb. 26 to a charge laid after Van¬ 
couver visitor Bela Domjan was robbed of approxi¬ 
mately $700 In downtown Victoria Jan. 22. 

Defence counsel George Jones argued for a 
definite - indeterminate sentence, and the judge 
agreed. He said Sparling had been out of jail less 
than a year at the time of the offence, but the con¬ 
viction was his first for an offence of violence and a 
probation officer reported Sparling might still be 
rehabilitated. 

Ostler indicated he would have levied a three- 
year term had penitentiary detention been the 
answer. Instead, he made the sentence IS months 
definite and 18 months Indeterminate, and added: 
“If he shows he is going to reform, he will get out 
that much earlier.”
